COOPER ASKED CARMACK 
TO STOP HIS EDITORIALS 


Friends of the Coopers Allege That 
Carmack Fired Two Shots Be- 
fore Robin Cooper Used His 
Pistol—_Carmack’s Friends 
Allege His Political 
Enemies Instigat- 
ed Killing. 


Nashville, Tenn., November 9.—A 
statement issued by friends of the 
Coopers tonight says that Colonel 
Cooper had recently talked with E. A. 
Craig, of Chattanooga; a close frien 
of Mr. Carmack, regaruing The Ten- 
nessean editorials. Colonel Cooper hai 
told Craig, the statement says, that 
he wanted the references to himseif 
stopped; that he was a private cili- 
zen and Carmack had no right to dis- 
cuss him in the manner he nad 
adopted. 

Mr. Craig, it is said, saw Mr. Car- 
mack about the matter and reported 
that Carmack would consent to no re- 
lations with Cooper. Mr. Craig, how- 
ever. is said to have expressed the 
opinion that the editorial references 
would cease. 

Cooper Advised to Avoid Carmack. 

Cooper had a letter which he dé 
sired to send to Carmack, but friends 
advised against it, and urged him to 
take no notice of the editorial of this 
morning. Shortly after this conver- 
sation of Cooper and his friends, the 
former was requested, the statement 
by Governor Patterson to come 
io the executive mansion, which is on 
Seventh avenue, north, for consulta- 
tion on a matter not connected with 
(‘armack, and to bring with his Auas- 
tin Peay, chairman of the democratic 
state committee. 

“After the appointment was made,” 
continues the statement, “James cs 
Pradford and General Tully rown 
again rgferred to the Carmack m14t- 
ier and advised Colonel Cooper not to 
go on the streets in Such directions 4s 
would make probable a meeting witn 
Mr. Carmack. To this Colonel Cooper 
assented. He and his son, Robin, then 
left the office to go to the governor's 
mansion. To avoid any possible meet- 
ing with Mr. Carmack, they went 
through the areade and up through 
I"nion street to Seventh aVenue, north, 
Their purposes in taking this route 
was to avoid a meeting on the streets. 

Coper Sought Meeting. 

“Colonel Cooper and his son went 
through the arcade, through Sumner, 
then to Union and up Union to Ser- 
enth avenue, north. Turning into sSev- 
enth avenue, north, Colonel Cooper and 
his son saw Mr. Carmack walking ‘ip 
Seventh street, north, going north 
on the west side: of the street, and in 
the direction of Colonel Cooper an1 
his son, though on the opposite side of 
the street from them,

would go over and speak with Mr. Car-

Nashville, Tenn., November 9.—Mrs. 
Charles H. Eastman, of this city, was 
an eyewitness of the killing of Senator 
Carmack. Mrs. Eastman and J. M. 
Eastman, of New York, were nearby 
when the tragedy occurred. Mr. East- 
man’s hearing is not good, and he de- 
clared he knew but little of the affair. 
Mrs. Eastman said: 

‘We were walking down Seventh 
avenue in the direction of Church 
street, "and had just passed the en- 
trance to the Polk Flats. Mr. Carmack 
came up the street towards us, smiling 
as he recognized me. He was some 
steps away and there were very few 
people on the street. 

“Mr. Eastman and I were near the 
edge of-the sidewalk and Mr. Carmack 
would have passed between us and the 
fence. He raised his hat as we spoke. 
He had his right hand up and was 
about to make a remark when some- 
body said—it was the older voice— 
‘we've got you all right,’ or something 
to that effect. I can’t say positively 
what the exact words were. 

“It never occurred to me that it was 
anything more than a friend speaking. 
Mr. Carmack raised his eyes, instant- 
ly nut on his hat and ran his hand 
back, when the same voice said: ‘You 
coward, you are hiding behind a wom- 
an, are you”?’ 

“Senator Carmack jumped.out so as 
to get clear of me and I jumped into 
a gateway. I saw that Mr. Carmack 
had a pistol. I turned and said: ‘For 
God’s sake, don’t shoot.’ I saw Mr. Car- 
mack whee] and fall in a heap in the 
gutter.”

New York's Postmaster 


DAUGHTER SAVED MORGAN 


Struck Revolver of 
Would-Be Assin anc Bullet 
Deflected, Causing Slight 
Wound — Mackay Then 
Killed Himself. 


Little Gérl 


New York, November 9.—EKdward M. 
Morgan, postmaster of New York cits, 
who was wounded in the abdomen this 
morning by a budlet fired by EB. H. B. 
Mackay, an eccentric English eten- 
ographer, who then committed suicide, 
was resting wel tonight, and unless 
complications develop, he twill recover. 

Mr. Morgan probably owes his life 
to the quick wit and bravery of his !4- 
year-old daughter, Dorothy, who sew 
Mackay draw his revolver, and struck 
it with her hand. This deflected the 
bullet, othenwise the postmaster would 
have ‘been fataNy wounded, for his as- 
sailant was at close range, and fired 
four @hots in all. The shooting 0c- 
curred at One Hundred and Forty-sixth 
street, and only a short distance from 
Mr. Morgan’s home. He was on his 
way downtown at the time. 

Mackay Once in Asylum. 

An investigation of the life and rec- 
ord of Mackay reveals that he was of 
a morbid nature and a former inmate 
of an asylum dn Worcester, Mass. That 
his act was premediated is made certain 
by a letter he left, but aside from a4 
fancied grievance againet Mr. Morgan 
and ithe postoffice authorities concerns 
ing the ‘handling of this mail, nothing 
has come to iight to indicate why he 
should have sought to murder the 
post master. His clothing, when searcn- 
ed, gave wp between 30 and 40 smoke- 
less cartridges, a heavy sliun@shot, 4a 
knife with a four-inch.blade, and 4 


.Chasp knife. 


A quantity of literature on eocialiem 
and a sSlungshot similar to the one 
found on the body. was discovered in 
his room. That he was rational dur- 
ing work hours, however, was attest- 
ed ‘by the Broadway firm of lawyers by 
whom he was employed. 

Never Saw Morgan Before. 


The shooting took: place in the pres- 
ence ef Miss Dorothy Morgan. the }|4- 
vear-old daughter of the postmaster, 
who was accompanying him to the sub- 
way station on her way to. school. 
Mackay had been pacing up and down 
the sidewalk near the corner of Broad- 
way and 146th street for two hours 
before the shooting. When Mr. Mor- 
gan and hig daughter left their home 
and walked toward Broadway Mackay 
turned down the side street and met 
them. Evidently he had never seen the 
postmaster before, and as he met Mr, 
Morgan he asked: 

“Are you Postmaster Morgan?” 

At Mr. Morgan's affirmative reply, 
Mackay drew his revolver and fired one 
shot into the postmaster’s abdomen. 
The wounded man fell to the sidewalk, 

Mackay Kills Himself, 


For an instant after the shot had 
been fired the assailant stood looking 
down upon his victim. Then he raised 
the still smoking revolver, and, press- 
ing it against his forehead, pulled the 
trigger. The bullet did not cause a 
fatal wound, and once more and then a 
third time the man sent a bullet crash- 
ing against his skull. The third ball 
penetrated the brain. and the man fell 
dead. As he lay there, with the revol- 
ver still clenched in his hand, several 
persons who had witnessed the double 
shooting rushed up to the assistance of 
Mr. Morgan, whom some of them had 
recognized.

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CHEERS GREETED 
SAMUEL GOMPERS 


When He Made His Report 
to the Federation 
Convention. 


Denver, Col., November 9.—Hearty 
applause greeted President Samuel 
Gompers, of the American Federation 
of Labor, today as he appeared before 
the delegates to the twenty-eighth an- 
nual convention of the organization at 
its opening session. John Mitchell, for- 
merly president of the United Mine 
Workers of America, said: 

“There may be a fight on the ques- 
tion of allowing the federation to be 
brought into politics in the future, but 
I do not think that Mr. Gompers will 
be censured for the part he played In 
supporting Mr. Bryan.” 

President Gompers’ report was an 
accounting of the work performed by 
the president during the past year. He 
declared: 

“There must not be permitted to 
grow up or to be maintained, a perma- 
nent army of unemployed.” 

The part of the report that touched 
on the Bucks Stove & Range Company’s 
injunction case was frequently inter- 
rupted by applause. The stand taken 
by John Mitchell, Frank Morrison and 
Samuel Gompers on the injunction case 
also was applauded. Mr. Gompers said 
in part: 

“It is impossible to see how we can 


comply fully with the court’s injunc- 
tion. The suppression of freedém of the 
press is a most serious undertaking, 
whether in autocratic Russia or the 
republic of the United States. 

‘The president made an unwarranted 
attack upon me and upon the labor 
organizations of the country. Speak- 
er Cannon has packed committees, not 
only against labor, but against any 
other real reform legislation. Con- 
gress adjourned with the defiant dec- 
laration of one of the republican lead- 
ers—James S. Sherman—that the repub- 
lican party is responsible for legisla- 
tion or for the failure of legiMation, 
and that he and his party we®e willing 
to assume the responsibility. 

“The American labor movement is 
not partisan to a political party; it is 
rartisan to a principle, the principle of 
human rights. Our conventions have 


frequently declared that our movement 
has neither the right nor the d@pire 
dictate how a member shall cast his 
vote.” 

Mr. Gompers’ defense of his action 
during the last *political campaign was 
greeted with cheers. \

ATLANTA’S FILTHY STREETS. 


The experience of a Constitution correspondent, set forth in a protest pub- 
lished elsewhere today against Atlanta's dirty and ill-kept streets, is typical 
of that of thousands of citizens. 

The conditions complained of are not confined to any one street or any 
particular section of the city. They prevail all too generally. 

Dirty streets are not only an eye-sore and a disgrace, but a positive men- 
ace to the life and health of 4he community. Tuberculosis can be spread by 
dust from a city’s streets, aggsurely as by any other means. 

Our correspondent expresses the matter aptly, when he says streets cov- 
ered with dead leaves and paper and filth give the city a most slovenly, 
run-down-at-the-héel appearance which is distasteful to every good citizen. 

Attractive and prosperous-looking business houses; beautiful and costly 
residences; handsome parks ‘and paved roads, all tell one story. Dirty 
streets in the parks and in front of residences and stores, speak all too plain- 
ly of gross inattention and neglect on part of the municipality. 

Atlanta’s streets have almost become the despair of her citizens. A sight 
of them makes one question whether this is a live, twentieth century metropo- 
lis, or a straggling village just raising its head. 

While the county officials are studying and experimenting with oils, tar 
and other binders as dust preventives, the city is woefully neglecting its duty 
to keep down the annoying and death-dealing dust.” On the other hand, it 
is penalizing committees that are willing to water the streets at their own 
experise. 

The attitude of the city seems to be, “We are not going to keep the 
streets clean, and we are not going to allow you to do it.” That is what it 
means when the water board makes a charge for water which communities of 
citizens wish to use in sprinkling the streets for the benefit of all the people.

Indifference to Clean 
Streets. 

Editor Constitution: I was delighted 
to see from Sunday's paper that you 
have turned your attention to the 
shameful indifference shown by the 
city in the matter of keeping itg streets 
clean, 

Yesterday I went out Peachtree street 
and felt that I was actually endanger- 
ing my Hfe to do so. The atmosphere 
in the street cars was thick and chok- 
ing from the dust. Automobiles, as 
they whirled Dy, threw up cloudg of 
dust that settled on those that came 
behing them. Smrubbery and front 
porches were covered’ with such a coat- 
ing of dust as to resemble a heavy 
frost. ? 

Is the city of Atlanta so poverty 
stricken that it cannot afford to employ 
the men or buy the sweepers and flush- 
ers to keep its streets clean? 

I have never visited any city of At- 
lanta’s size where this subject of clean 
streets was given less attention. When 
one thinks of the danger to health from 
dust in which filth from the street, and 
deadly microbes lurk, he will realize the 
menace as well as the tnconvenience of 
dusty, filthy, ill-kept streets. 

This morning on coming down town 
between 8 and 9 o’clock I found the 
streets in the busiest part of Atlanta, 
ampund the corner of Peachtree. and 
Walton streets. still covered with de- 
bris anq detritus left from Sunday’s 
travel. 

No man would like to” begin his 
week's work in an office from which 
the litter of the week before had not 
been removed, but the city fatners 
seem to fhave a different idea on the 
subject of keeping house. 

I hope you will continue to hammer 
on this subject until some improvement 
is secured. Ut ig outrageous that the 
people should be forced to put up with 
such ceuntry village ways of keeping 
a great metropolitan city clean and in- 
viting. 

I agree that there would be objection 
to the street sweeping machines going 
through the etreets in the middle of 
a business day. But there should be 
none to the water sprinkler laying the 
dust by light sprinkling. Then on every 
block in the center of town men should 
) be constantly at work raking up the 
debris and. carting it off In hand carts. 

The protection of the people from the 
danger to health, the protection of their 
self-respect by the improvement in 100Ks 
ang the redemption of the city from 
the slovenly, run-down-at-the-heel ap 
pearance given it by unkempt streets, 
should lead to vigorous efforts to cor- 
rect this evil.

removal. Such houses were once 
moved from old Line street; they were 
made to leave Madison avenue when 
the Terminal station was built; they 
have been taken from other portions 
of the city when the people demanded 
it.

The preacher, the Rev. Alexander Dor- 
sey. can raise more enthusiasm among 
a crowd of religiously excited negroes 
than any other negro preacher on the 
face of the African globe. He had them 
all “going’* from the moment he raised 
the tune. 

The “March of Battle.”’ 

After singing a hymn and swaying 
their bodies, the Holy Rollers showed 
the “March of Battle,” headed by the 
preacher, and they marched and sang 
around the court room two or three 
times. Ags they marched they jumped 
around like a kangaroo on his hind 
legs, waving their hands at the same 


time. 

This remarkable scene was ordered 
by the recorder because the Holy Roll- 
ers were under arrest for creating pub- 
lic disorder, and they denied vehemently 
that they did anything more than wor- 
ship Gog after their own belief. They 
claimed they did notaing to disturb any- 
body. 

The police made the arrests at the 
instigation of a,butcher who has @ 
market under the hall where the Holy 
Rollers worship, at 204% Auburn ave- 
mue.
